; old killer of Menlo Park police) 
officer John Lyle, was pro-| 
nounced dead at 12 noon yes-| 
. terday in the San Quentin pris- 
on gas chamber. 

Lane is dead. But the effects| 
of his crime on Sept. 22, 1960,| 
remain. 

Officer Lyle’s widow and 
four children still reside in 
Menlo Park. And_ Lyle’s | 
badge, retired from service, | 
is displayed in the Menlo | 
Park police station lobby. | 

Lane entered the gas cham-| 


‘ber at 11:49 a.m. after fruitless| 
attempts by his attorney, Den 
nis Woodman of Ladera, to stay 
the execution. 

The expressionless killer 
wore prison trousers, a white 
shirt and dark glasses. 

A prison attendant remov- 
ed the glasses before the gas 
chamber was closed. 

One of the last persons Lane 
saw before the gas-producing| 
pellets were dropped into a so- 
lution under his chair was po- 
lice Inspector William Kieler, 
who conducted much of the} 
original investigation of the 
murder and the interrogation 
following it.

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As We See It: 


Sports Seen as Aid 
To Physical Fitness 


Last week, members of the athletic teams who par- 
ticipated in after-school sports at Me nlo-Atherton High 
School during the fall and winter quarters were honored 
with a “recognition night” dessert party. 


During the months to come, athletes at other area high 

schools also will participate in similar recognition events.

This, we feel, is as it should be. 

During the years immediately following Russia’s suc- 
cess in orbiting the first Sputnik, there was a natural effort 
to re-make this country’s school curriculum. It was theo- 
rized that youngsters could be taught more academic sub- 
jects, if athletics was de-emphasized. 

This theory is in part justified, but two other items of 
consideration still crop up: 

1. The man who invented the cliche about “the bound- 
less energy of youth” wasn’t overstating things. There are 
some people — most of us, when younger, were the same — 
who have a lot of energy to expend. It’s physical energy, 
and it seems a natural to expend it in a physical manner. 

2, The ideal of all of us should be, as it was with the 
ancients, “a sound mind in a sound body.” All that aca- 
demic knowledge is poorly housed indeed, if it’s gained at 
the expense of a premature physical atrophy. 

Besides, high school is the last place in the lives of 
many where they're exposed to a systematic physical cul- 
ture program. After high school, too many of us tend to take 
our relaxation in front of the television set. To attenuate 
the program before that time can not result in anything 
positive. 


The Senator Would Find Changes 
—But Would He Like Them? 


‘Tomorrow will be Founder’s Day at Stanford Univer- 
sity, marking the anniversary of the birth of Senator Leland 
Stanford, who created it. 


If the Senator were alive today, he’d undoubtedly be 
amazed at what’s happened to his horse farm, and to the 
surrounding countryside which in his day was pretty much a 
playground of the rich. 

We are certain he'd be proud of the university — its 
reputation in the world, it’s production of knowledge, schol- 
ars and scholarship and its impact for good on the com- 
munity which surrounds it. 

We aren't so sure, but we might risk the hope that he’d 
find the development of the community around his uni- 
versity to have been satisfactory too. 

Having a university like Stanford for a neighbor isn’t 
a bad thing. It becomes a factor reflected in the makeup 
of the community — in the type of people it attracts and 
the caliber of development it maintains.

Zoning Tops City Problems 


The category of public busi- 
ness which has taken up more 
than any other, during the past 
several months, would appear 
to relate to zoning. 

In both Menlo Park and Ath- 
erton, planning commissions 
meet regularly to discuss pos- 
sible changes in the cities’ 
master plans and zoning ordi- 
nances, and the recommenda- 
tions of these groups get addi- 
tional goings-over by the city 
councils of both towns. 

The reason for this is fairly 
obvious: By indicating a pos- 
sible future change in the zon- 
ing of an area, the planners 
can, by merely talking, exert a 


profound influence on prop- 
erty values. 

This influence is felt even 
when the planners discuss 
possible changes in the 
city’s master plan. It’s as- 
sumed that what the master 
plan says is going to happen 
eventually, although plan- 
ners and developers usually 
agree that such proposed 
changes may be years away. 


In Menlo Park, “preserva- 
tion of the essentially residen- 
tial character of the commu- 
nity’ was spelled out in the 
city’s first zoning ordinance in 
the late 1920’s and early 1930's, 
_but that hasn't kept individual 


property owners as well as 
speculators from hoping that 
their property will eventually 
become rezoned for some more 
intensive use. 

More intensive use means 
that higher rents can be charg- 
ed. This means the property 
owner can make more money 
per Square foot, as he develops 
the property. It also means his 
taxes might go up and a prop- 
erty owner who doesn’t de- 
velop his land, after it has been 
rezoned for an intensive use, 
can expect to suffer. 

It was long ago observed 
that developers tend to use 
the city’s minimum require.

ments as a guide to what 
they’re going to do, in many 
zones other than single-fam- 
ily residential ones. 

Thus, if an apartment house 
zone requirement is that 
ground coverage be limited to 
45 per cent, that'll be the ex- 
act per cent of ground to be 
covered by building. 

Much studying is done, on 
the part of architects, to make 
sure that every available 
square foot of land is used to 
the maximum in accordance 
with the law. 

In the case of development 
of residential land, many sub- 
dividers have found that the 
city’s legal minimum of 7000 
square feet isn’t the best lot 
size. Bigger lots appeal to a 
wide market and, in total re- 
turn on investment, a subdi- 
vider might find that he gets 
more money when developing 
lots of 10,000 or 15,000 square 
feet in certain areas. 

In Atherton, of course, the 
minimum lot size is one acre 
and this too appeals to a spe- 
cial group of people. They 
want that much space around 
their homes and they’re will- 
ing to pay for it. 

The town’s policy, of 
course, is to maintain this 
minimum—plus things like 
sideyard setbacks and loca- 
tion and maintenance of aux- 
iliary buildings—against all 
encroachments. 

But in zones where the own- 
er doesn’t live on the property, 
financial return from it be- 
comes a major consideration. 

It was long ago observed, in 
the case of Menlo Park’s com- 
mercial zones, that the price 
of land made it uneconomical 
to develop property in single- 
story buildings. Thus, limita- 
tions become a matter of im- 
portance to builders. 

Years ago, when hearings 
aimed at developing a master 
plan for the city’s future de- 
velopment were in progress, 
the Menlo Park planning com- 
mission enjoyed the best at- 
tendance at meetings it has 
ever seen. 

Mainly, those present to 
criticize the plan were there to 
see whose land would become 
more valuable as the result of

Benedictine Venture: 


New Cafeteria Unit Accents Woodside Priory School

The sweeping skeleton of a 
new cafeteria building rises 
above Portola Road these days 
as testimony of the faith and 
perseverance of a band of 
Benedictine fathers. 

The priests, all of whom fled 
Communist rule in their native 
Hungary, began construction 
of their Woodside Priory prep 
school for boys in the summer 
of 1957 with $25,000 in per- 
sonal funds. Today, with the 
new cafeteria, they have a 
$500,000 investment represent- 
ing the added enthusiasm and 
confidenee of individual don- 
ors.

25 Years Ago: 


Federal Aid 
Sought for 
Underpass 


The files of the Menlo Park 
Recorder reveal that, 25 
years ago this week, the fol- 
lowing items, here repro- 
duced exactly as first pub- 
lished, were news in the 
young community: 


March 5, 1937: 


With the Southern Pacific 
showing an interest in the 
problem, Palo Alto city offi- 
cials are encouraged in the 
hope that a practical plan will 
be devised to eliminate the. Uni- 
versity avenue grade crossing 
there by substituting an under- 
pass, under the current pro- 
gram of the United States Bur- 
eau of Public Roads. 

Members of the Palo Alto 
Planning Commission were in- 
formed last night by its sub- 
committee, composed of W. W. 
Kelley, R. I. Richards and Kent 
Thoits, that a conference was 
held with representatives of 
the SP, the city’s department 
of public works, and Stanford, 
at which various suggestions 
were discussed. 

The plan recently contrived 
by local engineers, combining 
an underpass and a “clover 
leaf” structure in the Circle, 
was presented to the railroad 
men who indicated they would 
consider it and report back 
in a few weeks. 

If the plan can be agreed 
upon, there is a feeling that 
the federal government might 
look with favor on financing 
an underpass at University av- 
enue, as it did in the case of 
the Embarcadero Road cross- 
ing.

The famed Moss Hart- 
George S. Kaufman comedy 
is 25 years old. But it can 
still evoke laughter and sneak 
in a message when it’s in the | 
right hands. 

The laughs and the message 
were there Saturday night. 

Both performances of the; 
play were sellouts, and right-| 
fully so. 

Casting was excellent. The| 
so-called “bit” parts were fill-| 
ed by student actors who, in| 
some cases, turned in some 
very professional work. 

But the performance of a 
number of the principals — 
those who provided most of the 
laughs and the message—must 
be spotlighted here. 

First of all, the play’s mes- | 
sage is this: People must take | 
time to understand each oth- | 
er and enjoy life — other- | 
wise, they won’t really “live.” 

Tom Turner, as Grandpa 
Vanderhof, was outstanding as 
the leader of a family that does 
as it pleases and likes it. His! 
third act speech describing his 
philosophy was meaningful andj 
well-paced. 

Pat Toner as Mrs. Penel- 
ope Sycamore, was wonderful- 
ly dotty. Miss Toner displayed 
excellent timing throughout) 
the play and was highly effec- 
tive during the riotous second 
act. 

Deanna Davis was a fine 
romantic lead and was espe- 
cially good in her scenes with 
Paul Ambrose, her opposite 
number. Ambrose also had a 
highly-effective third act — 
the biggest moment coming 
when he recalls for his fa- 
ther, played by Richard Law- 
hern, that the older man 
once wanted to escape from 
his “place” in society. 

As a matter of fact, the 
whole third act was one of the 
best we’ve seen in high school 
dramatics. All cues were ac- 
cepted; the players reacted to 
each other realistically at the 
proper pace. 

We can’t say the same for 
the first act, which was rather} 
leisurely in timing. The second 
act, complete with fireworks, 
was better in all respects. 

We must mention here 
some of the other perform. 
ers. Jim Reece, with hair 
combed down across his fore- 
head, made a first-rate ballet 
teacher. And Mary Raw turn- 
ed in a polished performance 
in the abbreviated role of 
the Grand Duchess.
